Burton and Speeke 
discovered Tanganike in 1858, but did not 
survey it; Speeke going northward alone in 
1860-61 fouud the Victoria Nyanza and 
really settled the long problem of the origin 
of the Nile, although the fact was but slowly 
recognized. Baker found the Albert Nyanza 
afew months later’ Livingstone abeut the 
same time discovered Lake Nyassa. These 
great lakes — seas to us islanders, for Nyassa, 
is just about the size of Scotland, while 
Tanganika is somewhat smaller and Victoria 
Nyanva is much larger—have a place in more | 
modern maps. You see them forming a_ 
chain of 1,600 miles or more, with compara- | 
tively short spaces of dry land interposed, 
from the Albert Lake at the north to} 
Nyassa at the south, a tempting waterway | 
forcommerce. Some parts of the continent 
to the east of these lakes have been a little | 
explored ; one route in particular, that from 
Sanzibar on the Indian Ocean to Uijiji on 
Tanganika, being tolerably familiar to the | 
readers of African travel as the highway pot of | 
lawless commerce, bat of that trade over 
which Livingstose wept, vot in vain, as the 
‘‘running sore of the worjd.” It was up!
